FOR MRS, ALBERT 


Board of Education Acts on the 
Whipping of Fred Mauldin 


Members of Board Unanimous 
in Opinion That Punishment 
Was Too Severe for the Of- 
fense---Boy Shows Welts on 
Back and Legs. 


Mrs. Nettie J. Albert, teacher of the 
fourth grade of the Inman Park school, 
will be publicly censured before her 
fellow teachers at the meeting of the 
normal class next Saturday for the 
beating which she administered to 
young Fred Mauldin, one of her pu- 
pils, in the class room on the after- 
noon of May 31. 

This is the decision at which the 
board of education arrived after a 
thorough investigation of the case yes- 
terday afternoon. Members of the 
board were unanimously of the opinion 
that Mrs, Albert had transgressed the 
rules of the board in chastising young 
Mauidin without permission from the 
principal, Mrs. W. F. Johnson, and that 
the punishment was too severe for the 
offense committed, that of talking 
alioud without permission. 

teflegtion was cast upon Mrs. John- 
£0n, the principal, in connection with 
the matter but the board decided to 
take no action in her case. It is stat- 
ei that Mrs. Johnson on previous oc- 
casions had failed to reprimand Mrs. 
Albert for whipping pupils without 
permission, and that Mrs. Johnson, by 
conducting the school with proper 
austerity, could have prevented the oc- 
¢urrence of this unfortunate happen- 


ing. 

Young Mauldin was present at the 
hearing and showed large welts on 
his back and legs which still remained 
from the whipping he had received. 
Mrs. Albert had broken one switch 
over his back, and, after sending for 
another, had continued her operations 
about his limbs. 

This punishment had been meted out 
to the boy for the particular offense of 
talking aloud after he had been 
warned rot to do so. At the same 
time and for the same offense, Oscar 
Stouts, another pupil, had been let off 
by Mrs... Albert with one cut of the 
switch, 

Young Mauldin was accompanied at 
the hearing by his father, Richard F. 
Mauldin, a constable, of 200 Whiley 
street, and by his mother, Mrs. Lula 
Mauldin. Mrs. Albert was present and 
Was represented by her attorney, 
Fletcher A. Quillian. Mrs. Johnson, 
the principal, was also there. 

A,number of small boys, pupils of 
the fourth grade ofgthe Inman Park 
school, gave testimony in the gase. 

In defense of Mrs. Albert it wags 
urged that the Mauldin boy was one 
of the worst pupils in the _ school, 
that he was frequently absent without 
permission and had repeatedly plagued 
the teacher by various forms of mis- 
behavior. His parents state that their 
son’s absences have been “caused by 
necessary visits to the doctor and they 
deny that he is in any sense a bad boy. 

Irom the evidence given at the trial 
the whipping of May 31 occurred much 
as follows: After misbehaving in the 
class room, young Mauldin was sent 
by Mrs. Albert, the teacher, to Mrs. 
Johnson, the principal. Mrs. Johnson 
suspended the boy for the day and 
sent him back to the class room for 
his hat. Mauldin, after returning to 
his desk, began to talk to the boy 
next him. Mrs. Albert, who had pre- 
viously warned the class that she 
would whip the next boy she caught 
talking out loud, took Mauldin and 
another boy into the cloak room and 
proceeded to chastise them. 
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Kellogg Admits -He Is Employed

Washington, June 13.—Frank B. Kel- 
logg, special counsel of the department 
of justice in the prosecution of the 
Standard Offi Company, and known as 
the “‘trust buster,’ told the house steel 
trust investigating committee « today 
that he had for years een special 
counsel of subsidiary companies of the 


nesota, and that he had no apologies 
to make for it. 
Te Call Morgan and Roosevelt. 


Chairman Stanley declared that the 


committee would summon anyone—be 
he the president of the United tSates 
or J. Pierpont Morgan—in order, he 
said, to get at the “whole truth and 
nothing but the whole truth, as to 
how certain railroads owned by the 
steel trust are able to declare 100 to 
150 per cent dividends and put $4,000,- 
000 or $65,000,000 into their surplus 
when their capitalization is only $4,- 
000,000 or $5,00,000. That may be all 
right and it may not.’’ 

It is probable former President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Morgan will be ask- 
ed to appear before the committee 
when it holds sessions in New York. 

Mr. Kellogg referred to a letter he 
had sent to the committee in which 
he explained that he and his firmh, Da- 
vis, Kellogg & Severance, had for years 
represented the Duluth and Iron Range 
railroad and the Duluth, -Mesaba and 
Northern railroad, subsidiary compa- 
nies since 1901 of the United States 
Steel Corporation. 7 

Kellogg Admits Getting $15,000. 

Denying that while acting as spe- 
cial counsel for the government he 
had performed any services for the 
Steel Corporation, Mr. Kellogg frank- 
ly stated that a fee of $15,000 for 
services previously performed had 
been approved by officials af the 
United States Steel Corporation and 
paid to him in October, 1907, after he 
had undertaken trust prosecution for 
the government. . 

“There has been a ‘good deal said,” 
Mr. Kellogg told .the committee, 
“about my connection with the ZOV- 
ernment and with the Steel Corpora- 
tion. To commence with, I have no 
apologies to make. I have explained 
to this committee my services’ with 
these subsidiary companies to the 
Steel Corporation. They were purely 
local... They did-mot.concern the Steel 
Corporation as an organization: Just 
prior to 1906 I argued some mineral 
rights. cases in Minnesota and pre- 
sented a bill for $15,000. This, I be- 
lieve, was approved by the Steel Cor- 
poration in’ 1907. Since 1907 I: have 
given my time to the government in 
the Standard Ol and a few other 
cases until they were concluded, and 
I have done little, if any, other busi- 
ness. My firm has still continued as 
counsel for these roads, and both mv 
firm and myself are. taking all the le- 
gitimate business we can get. I have 
no apology to the American people 
for appearing for any corporation or 
individual, I have never advised the 
organization of any s«oorporation or 
the operation of any corporation un- 
der the Sherman law. I wish to make 
this statement as broad as possible.” 

Kellogg Willing te Tell All. 


Mr. Kellogg testified that there was 
nothings concerning his relations with 
the steel trust railroad companies in 
Minnesota that he «reuld not disclose 
to the committee. 

James Gayley, former vice president 
of the steel corporation, who also was 
a witness today and will continue to- 
morrow, is the only corporation wit- 
ness under subpoena to appear here 
at present. Several western witnesses 
are to be heard and the committee 
then probably will adjourn over until 
the wool bill is passed, and meet later 
in New York. Several New York wit- 
nesses have been ‘told they would he 
examined in New York.

United States Steel Corporation in Min-/| 


“GOES TO COUNCIL 
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Seems Certain Thal Body Wil 
- Apree on Plat Monday, 


Then Both the City Charter, 
Revised, and the Commission 
Plan, Will Go to the Legisla- 
ture to Be Acted Upon 
There. 


That council will agree on_a, plan 
next Monday for revising the present 
city charter seems now a certainty. 
In fact, the main ‘features of the pro- 
posed charter revision have been 
agreed upon by some members of 
councll and the aldermanic board. 

Conferences have been held for the 
past four or five days, and on yester- 
day a committee called on the mayor. 

Judge Jolin SS. Candler, Alderman 
James E. Warren, Carlos H. Mason, 
chairman of the police board; Council- 
man Aldine Chambers, ex-Councilman 
W. T. Winn, County Commissioner 
Shelby Smith, City Attorney James L. 
Mayson, Alderman C. H. Kelley and 
others have been working on some 
proposed changes in the present char- 
ter of the city, and it is stated that 
a resolution and ordinance will be 
ready for council to adopt next Mon- 
day. 

It Will Be Up to the People. 

With a clear-cut plan for charter 
revision, coming from the present ad- 
ministration, and with a proposed 
charter for a commission government, 
which a committee is now working on, 
the people will be given an opportun:- 
ty to say which they want. Both 
measures will go to the legislatur@ of 
Georgia, and that body will doubtless 
give the citizens of Atlanta the privi- 
lege of saying at the polls whether 
they want the present form of city 
government, revised, or the commission 
government, as proposed. 

Both ordinances, the one for a com- 
mission government and the other for 
charter revision, will be carefully 
prepared and every voter of Atlanta 
will have the opportunity of fully 
posting himself on both sides of the 
question before he casts his ballot. 

Changes To Be Made. 

The plan so far outlined for char- 
ter revision covers the following 
points: 

The city council will consist of ten 
instead of twenty members, and the 
aldermanic board of five instead of ten 
members. The boards’ will all be re- 
duced from twelve to seven members. 

The board members will either be. 
elected by council from five board dis- 
tricts, or appointed by.the mayor, to 
be approved by council. 

The aldermen are to be elected from. 
five districts. 

When a board controls a depart- 
ment, such board will be administra- 
tive. Heads of . departments, which are 
not under the boards will form, with 
the mayor, an administrative board. 

The Proposed Ordinance. 

In the ordinance it will probably 
be stated: 

Councilmen and Aldermen. 

“The power to legislate for the city 
of Atlanta shall be and is vested in 
a general council, consisting of ten 
councilmen and five aldermen, the 
councilmen to be elected as at present 
provided, and the aldermen to be elect- 
ed as follows: one from each alder- 
manic district as is hereinafter pro- 
vided. The councilmen and alderm:2n 
shall each receive $300 per annum as 
compensation for their services, and 
shall each be elected to serve a term 
of five years, after the first election, 
and after the first five years have ex- 
pired no councilman or alderman shall 
be eligible to succeed himself. Two 
councilmen and one alderman shall 
be elected each year, to serve for the 
full term of five years, after the first 
election. In such first election ten 
councilmen and five aldermen shall be 
elected, and shall determine by lot 
which one shall serve for one, two, 
three, four and five years, respective- 
ly, and those whose terms expire pre- 
ceding the end of the five-year term 
shall be eligible to stand for re-elec- 
tion for one term, but not more than 
one, without an intervening year be- 
tween. Vacancies shal] be filled as pro- 
vided in existing laws. 

Aldermanic Districts. 

“There shall be five aldermanic dis- 

tricts, made up as follows: The first

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and fifth wards shall constitute one; 
the second and sixth wards shall con- 
stitute one; the third and ninth wards 
hall constitute one; the fourth and 
‘ghth wards shall constitute one, and 
he seventh and tenth wards snail 
-onstitute one district, same to be 
umbered first, second, third, fourth 
ind fifth aldermanic districts, re- 
svectively. 
Legislative Duties. 


“It shall be the duty of the general 
-ouncil to enact all laws for the gov- 
ernment of the city, and to levy all 
taxes. It shall elect a presiding offi- 
-er annually, who shall be also mayor 
»ro tem. Said councilmanic and alder- 
manic bodies shall sit separately and 
together as at present. 


Apportionment Sheet. 


“Between the first and second meet- 
ngs in January, the finance commit- 
tee of the general council, composed of 
five men to be appointed by the mayor 
and ratified by the general council, 
coming from either or both bodies in 
the discretion of the mayor, shall pre- 
pare an estimate of the income of the 
city for the year under consideration, 
giving the items and details as at 
present, which said estimate sheet 
shall be adopted by the said council 
:s now provided, and approved by the 
mayor, with all rights of veto preserv- 
cd as at preseht.. Immediately upon 
he approval of said sheet, the same 
1y copy shall be furnished to each 
voard of said city as is hereinafter 
rovided, and shall be acted upon by 
uch boards as is hereinafter set forth. 


Dbards and Board Districts. 


““"The said city shall*be divided into 
-ve board districts, and all boards 
,hall consist of five members” and the 
may ond chairman of the council- 
manic committee as now provided, the 
latter two being ex-officio members of 
same. There shall be five board dis- 
tricts. 


How Made Applicable. 


“Before this charter shall be appli- 
eable to the city of Atlanta, same 
shall have beer® adopted by the legis- 
lature of Georgia in such manner as 
will submit same to the people of this 
eity for ratification or rejection, and 
same shali be submittedin three parts, 
towit: the legislative department; the 
board departments and districts, and 
the executive or administrative de- 
partments ‘shall each be voted upon

When their boat overturned at 
Lakewood about 9 o’clock last night, 
Miss Harriett McGill, aged 16, of 691 
Boulevard, and Barney Golden, ageil

ed before help could reach them, and 
Echford Lumpkin, aged 22, of 213 S&S. 
Pryor street, the third occupant of 
the boat, had a narrow escape. 

It was reported at the lake that 
young Lumpkin had suggested taking 
the boat ride, and that the other two 
had agreed. They had secured a boat 
and pushed it off. The ride had hard- 


ly begun, however, before the accident —

Turning back he saw 
the couple, embraced in each other's 
arms, sink for the last time, and he 
immediately spread the alarm. 


When the large crowd attending the . 


dance at the pavilion heard of the ac- 
cident they swarmed to the lake's 
edge. Several men stripped themselves 
of their coats and shoes, and dived in 
the water. The place where the two 
drowned is only about 35 yards from 
the bank, but the depth is 60 feet. The 
large party of divers were unable to 
find the bodies, and as there were no 
drag hooks at the lake, an automo- 
bile was hurriedly dispatched to town 
for some hooks. 
Anticipated Pleasant Trip. 

Miss McGilj and Mr. Golden were 
intimate friends. They had been 
friends for several years. Just be- 
fore jeaving her home to take the last 
boat ride, she was jubilant over the 
eager anticipation of a trip to Mary- 
land, where she would spend the sum- 
mer. She was told by her mother not 
to incur any frisks, ang to be very 
careful. 

Her answer to this. was: “Never 
fear, mother, I'll be back all right.”

Police Are Kept Busy. 

Police officials state that it took 
the combined efforts of all policemen 
at the park after the accident to hold 
the langé crowd in check. The large 
mob 6f men and women, according to 
the police, went seemingly insane, and 
the officers had a hard time in con- 
trolling the crowd.

Washington, June 13.—Reduction of 
the sugar bill of the American people 
was predicted today by Edwin F. At- 
Kins, head of the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company, as a probable result 
of tariff reduction on raw sugar, in 
testimony he gave to the house sugar 
investigating committee.” 

Putting raw sugar on the free list, 
he said, would result in driving many 
sugar beet producers in the United 
States out of business and crippling 
Louisiana cane producers. Repre- 
sentative Madison, of Kansas, tried to 
get the witness to fix a point to which 
the duty might safely be reduced. He 
declined, 

The tariff discussion was heard. in 
connection with testimony regarding 
the prices of sugar, about which Mr. 
Atkins testified practically all day. 

Mr. Madison led Mr. Atkins to ad- 
mit that in dollars and*cents Cuba 
profited practically nothing from the 
“favored nation” treaty with this 
country on sugar importation. 

Chairman Hardwick took the witness 
through a review of sugar prices. Mr. 
Atkins said the differences between 
the cost of the raw sugar and the sell- 
ing price of refined sugar left the re- 
finers at present 83 cents per 100 
pounds to cover the cost of refining 
and profits. This difference was only 
71 cents in 1885 and 76 cents in 1887. 
In 1888, after the organization of the 
American Sugar Company, the differ- 
ence rose to $1.25.

The national guard of Geor- 
gia is just now in a critical stage of 
its development. It is no secret that 
many of the military organizations 
are in a bad way, and heroic meas- 
ures are necessary if they are to be 
Saved from collapse.

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Editor Constitution::I have from the 
time when “commission government’ 
was first proposed strongly inclined 
against it. Lately, through respect 


for the eminent men who favored it, I}° 


have reviewed the subject anq feel 
constrained to say that reflection does 
but confirm me in the conclusion that 
“commission government” is not desir- 
able or wise for our city. It would 
push the people too far off, and it is 
too much power ang too much money 
to trust in the hands of a few. It 
might work well for a while if you get 
g00d men. But inferior men will come. 
in sooner or later and as a system 
“commission government” tis danger- 
ous, and under it when calamity comes 
there is no sufficient or sure remedy. 

But our present form of city gov- 
ernment is bottomed on sound and 
wise principles. Under it we have pros- 
pered far beyond what outsiders 
thought our opportunities admitted 
of, and the sound principles of our 
city charter have had more to do with 
this success than has anything else. J 
have been familiar with the problem 
for years and speak of it with confi- 
dence. 

I was a member of the state senate 
and introduced in the legislature the 
charter of 1874. There is no act of my 
public life in which [take more pride 
than in the fact that I wrote the 
financial article and sections of that 
charter; though, as a whole, the char- 
ter of 1874 was the work of a splendid 
committee of council members and citi- 
zens. 

Those were dark and _ troubulous 
times. Ashes and bayonets and “re- 
construction” were worse ‘than any 
Galveston flood! All cities, including 
Atlanta, were in deep financial straits. 
Nearly, or quite every city in the 


terest, went to protest and compro- 
miseqg with its creditors. Atlanta was 
by the charter of 1874 made to live 
within its Income; prudence and hon- 
esty became its watchword, it paid, 
every dollar and later reduced the tax} 
rate. On every first day of January 
for thirty-six years Atlanta has begun 
business with a clean balance sheet, 
and no burden of the year before un- 
provided for, dollar for dollar, is ever 
allowed to be carried over. So far as 
I call to mind no default or dishonest 
act stains our city’s financial history 
in thirty-six years of unbroken growth 
and prosperity. 

Had we not better stop and think 
before we throw all this away and 
stake our existence on some new and 
untried experiment? “Let well enough 
alone” is an old but wise and well- 
approved maxim. What we want is 
for our people to love themselves less 
and love our city more. We can have 
all the economy and do all the good 
that is possible with the forms of gov- 
ernment we already have, making, of 
course, such amendments as time and 
occasion require. In fact, a number 
of amendments to our city laws have 
already been enacted, but the main 
framework of the charter of 1874 has 
not only been ‘preserved, but has 
grown in stability and. usefulness. 
There is the city council, ‘a popular 
assembly, close to the peeple. There is 
the board of aldermen, a less numer-~- 
ous and more permanent experienced 
financial] body, and the mayor as ex- 
ecutive head over all—the mayor who 
is and should be chosen from the very 
forefront—and. all of them hedged 
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about in our law by an iron-clad per-. 
sonal liability if they spend more — 
money than they have got’or violate 
the charter. 

This is our form of government ‘un- _ 


ed. Human wisdom has never devised - 
anything better than the principles on 

which it is founded. The beard of al- _ 
dermen as a financial body can do all: 
for stability and forethought in the 

city’s business policy that any “com- — 
mission government” could do. The 

city council, with the mayor at the 

head of all, at the same time guards 
the liberties ‘of the people. Some of. 
the amendments to the charter of 1874" 
have not been vindicated by experi-. 
ence. I do not say that the govern-/ 
ment of the city as it now stands is 

perfect. Complaints as to some sec- 

tions being neglected and others too 

much favored are grievous and painful. 
Bat how will power concentrated in 
hands of the few give better protection 
to the many? Mistakes have been made.” 
and doubtless will be made, and we 

should all set our heads and hearts to- 

gether for their correction. 

There are certain changes calleq for 
relating to matters of detafl. Do away 
with the professional politician abso- 
lutely, and to this end let neither 
alderman or councilman or mayor be 
eligible to re-election in the same or 
the other body; absolutely step down 
and out and claim no other reward 
except only the approval of his fellow 
citizens and his own conscience. 
Doudtless the bearg of aldermen is too 
large. The membership of the boards 
is too large, and the membership of 
the city council is somewhat too small. 
One councilman locally chosen to every 
500 registered voters anq five or per- 
haps only three aldermen for the 
city-at-large would be about right, but 
these are matters of detail and to be 
settled on fair discussion. 

True, the charter ought to be codi- 
fied and revised. The various and re- 
peated legislative acts since 1874 do 
not consist or make a harmonious 
whole, and the additional amendments 
that are really needed should be woven 
into it, but carefully preserving the 
sacred and wise principles on which 
it is founded. 

In fact, this very work has already 
been done by a good committee of 
forty-nine, of which I was chairman 
and Mr. Walter Cooper secretary, some 
few years ago. Judge Ellis’ admirable 
Plan of dividing the city into three 
board districts and having only one 
board member from each, and thus re- 
ducing the boards, at the same time 
divorcing them from politics, is in- 
cluded. Judge Hopkins was called in 
at the last by the then city council to 
give the finishing touches, and he pro- 
nounced the whole document admirable 
and complete. 

The work is on file and available 
in the city clerk’s office, where it has 
been allowed to slumber too long. 
True, the city limits have been altered 
since then and certain phvsical and 
easy changes woulg have to he made, 
but practically the, work of revision is 
there and already done. I commend it 
to those who think that the wise 
thing for us in the present crisis is 
not to adopt “commission government,” 
but adhere to our present charter re- 
vised, carefully codified, conservatively 
amended and brought down to date.

MAIDEN SPEECH 
MADE BY HOWARD 


Atlanta Comevessinan Holds the 
Close Attention of the 
House. 


A dollar on 


Washington, June 13.—William Schley 
Howard made his maiden speech in 
the house today. His address was de- 
livered in characteristic style, and 
commanded marked attention. He was 
frequently interrupted with applause, 
and at intervals moved the house to 
laughter. 

Mr. Howard directed his remarks to 
an attack on schedule ‘‘K,’’ otherwise 
known as the wool tariff. He cham- 
pioned the revision in this schedule 
ag proposed by the democrats. 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
Howard moved the democrats to an 
outburst of enthusiasm by his refer- 
ences to Speaker Clark, “under whose 
matchléss leadership, a ‘disorganized 
and helpless minority has been con- 
verted into the greatest fighting ma- 
chine Americans have ever seen.’ 

Mr. Howard showed how ‘the wool 
tariff revision proposed by the demo- 
crats would benefit the wage-earners, 
and said: 

“IT have the honor of representing 
the capital district of the Empire State 
of the South; one of the most progres- 
sive cities in the United States is sit- 
uated in this district, the great city of 
Atlanta. My constituents have millions 
of dollars invested in manu.acturing 
enterprises; we have a great army, of 
ambitious, industrious, honest, law- 
abiding and God-fearing American- 
born and American-raised industrial 
wage-earners. In the seven rural 
counties of my district you will find 
upon the far mas intelligent, ag in- 
dustrious and as refined farmers as 
will be found in any portion of this 
great nation. 

“Since the convening of this session 
of congress I have not received a sin- 
gle line fro mone of my 2¥v,000 con- 
stituents asking me to vote for pro- 
tection of anything; my people are pa- 
triotic enough not to ask me to com- 
mit a wrong against any citizen for 
the benefit of another. 

“My people are not here, Mr. Chair- 
man, asking for specia! privileges and 
favors at the hands of this govern- 
ment. 

“No government can Keep its place 
with the nations of the world, toler- 
dating a system which impoverishes 
its industrial toilers. You pay him 
higher wages here than the laborers 
of other countries obtain, but by your 
system you pay him iwth one hand and 
take it way from him with the other” 

“Mr. Chairman, we will find in the 
next campaign the farmers and indus- 
trial toilers and the masses in a dif- 
ferent frame of mind than that in 
which we have ever met them. They 
have been reading and thinking for 
years. They are now ready to express 
by voting an untrammelled bal.ot. 
They are no longer pleading with 
their representatives to reflect their 
will into legislation for the country; 
they demand that wou do so. While 
the farmer and the masses of the peo- 
ple are willing to pay a just tax to 
raise revenue with which to run the 
government economiacily administer- 
ed, they are sick and tired of con- 
tributing their hard-earned money to 
enrich the few who are protected un- 
der republican rule, and who do not 
contribute their just share of the bur- 
den.”

Washington, June 18,—(Special.)— 
D. ,B. Mull, of Fitzgerald, Ga., wes 
slightly shocked by a lightning stroke. 
which splintered the flag pole at the 
house end of the capitol during a se- 
vere thunderstorm Monday afterngon. 
Mr. Mull was standing in the corridor 
outside of the house gallery when the 
flash came. The electrical display had 
been dazzling and the roll of thunder 
was almost continuous. He was stunned 
by the shock and did not regain his 
normal condition for fifteen or twenty 
minutes, Today he complained of a 
pain in the back of his neck, but there 
were no more serious after effects.

Offer- 
ings were wel] absorbeg by continued 
trade buying and support from some 
of the leading bulls, however, and 
with the western belt forecast calling 
for fair weather tunight and tomor- 
row, the market soon turned steadier. 

Buying was also encouraged by ex- 
pectations of a bullfsh weekly bureau 
report at midday and following the 
publication of the day’s detailed 
weather reports, showing very high 
temperatures again in the southwest 
with rains in the eastern belt, but no 
precipitation in the droughty sections, 
there was active covering by some 
of the early sellers and prices sold 
about 1 to 7 points net higher, with 
December and later months making 
new high records for the season. 

The weekly weather report proved 
quite as bullish as anticipated, but also 
seemed to be the signal for realizing 
and after its publication the market 
turned easier, under selling, which 
seemed to be for both long and short 
accounts. Last prices were at prac- 
tically the lowest of the day.

DOWNWARD MOVEMENT 
WAS GIVEN A CHECK 


Stocks Declined Rapidly Early 
in the Day, but Recovered 
Losses Later. 


New York, June 13.—A determined 
effort was made today to demonstrate 
the strength of the bear position in 
the stock market and speculative is- 
sues, especially United States Steel, 
were subjected to ‘heavy pressure. 
Prices declined rapidly during the 
early part of the day and the move- 
ment was accelerated by the circula- 
tion of various disquieting reports, 
some of which were believed to have 
their foundation only in a desiré to 
influence the market. 

A number of leading issues lost a 
point or more, but the downward 
movement was checked almost be- 
fore the day’s trading was fairly un- 
der way and a recovery set in. Stocks 
Showed the same reluctance to move 
that they have exhibited constantly of 
late, each movement, whether toward 
higher or lower prices, being follow- 
ed quickly by a change in the oppo- 
Site direction. The tone became firm- 
er and stocks gradually made up the 
losses.. The speculative leaders over- 
topped yesterday's closing prices on 
the rebound, finishing the day with 
good fractional gains. . 

The copper stocks wére the most 
prominent ‘and about duplicated yes- 
terday’s rise of a point or more. The 
buying movement in these stocks was 
based ostensibly on the improvement 
in the copper metal marKet. 

One of the noteworthy events of the 
day was the suspension of dividends 
on Denver and Rio Grande preferred, 
which has been on a 5 per cent basis 
since 1901. The action of the direct- 
ors occasioned no surprise, as the 
course of the stock during the past 
few days had foreshadowed such an 
event. 

Reports of damage to the growing 
crops were used as bear arguments, 
and found some basis in the govern- 
ment’s weekly weather report, which 
Stated that intense heat, much, sun- 
Shine and lack of rain had been the 
prevalent conditions over large sec- 
tions. 

The return of agricultural reports 
for May showed a substantial increase 
over April. The statement, as a 
whole, indicated still further growth 
in the country’s foreign trade, with 
a large export excess for the total 
movement.

Hot—wel| rather! 

Wash the drinking vessels daily. 

Clean, cool water is heartily enjoyed 
by your fowls. 

A little louse is a dangerous thing— 
in twenty-four hours it will be a 
grandfather. 

A chick that is once stunted had 
better at once be killed; a runt in 
the flock never looks or does well. 

Don’t wait until you see them—take 
for granted the lice are there and go 
after them with a will. 

Don’t crowd old or young stock this 
month—it’s hot, and they feel it, and 
to crowd them will stop egg laying or 
proper growth. 

If you keep ducks qo not plant plum 
trees in the yards. They draw Trose 
bugs, and rose bugs have to answer 
for the death of thousands of duck- 
lings yearly. 

An energetic chicken raiser with a 
spray pump or bucket filled with a 
lice-killing liquid is a pretty danger- 
ous foe to the wily louse and mite. 

Set the bdoory hens this month— 
next month they'll stop laying and be- 
gin to moult anyway, and they might 
as well be busy and raise chicks and 
new feathers at the same time. 

If the chicken house becomes un- 
bearably hot and stuffy these hot days 
make a double roof by throwing some 
old sacks or canvas over a rough 
framework built on the permanent 
roof; this gives an air space between 
the two ang you will be surprised how 
much cooler the house will be. 

A little air-slaecked lime thrown on 
the dropping boards and floor sweeten 
the house wonderfully. 

Move the coops frequently—chicks 
like a change, and they thrive on what 
they like. 

If you feel discouraged these swel- 
tering hot days remember that “grit” 
is as good for man or woman as it is 
for a fowl. 

Keep a spade handy and every few 
Gays turn up some ground in your 
runs if you have your chickens yard- 
ed, then watch how busy and in- 
terested the birds will be. 

When fowls have free range, as they 
should have during the summer, they 
will pick the greater part of tneir 
living. A little grain should always 
be fed, and grit and oyster shell al- 
ways before them. 

If for any reason you cannot leave 
the doors and windows of the poultry 
house open during the warm nights, 
provide screens either of poultry net- 
ting or old wire screens for; both 
doors and windows. Because so much 
has been said of the care of the older 
‘fowls, do not infer that the chicks may 
be neglected. 

A coop large enough for twenty or 
thirty young chickens is considered by 
their owner to be large enough when 
these same chicks are three months 
old. Provide larger houses or coops 
for the growing chicks. When chicks

are left to shift for themselves, with- 
out brooder or mother, see that they 
are in their coops or under shelter of 
some kind during the heavy rains. 
Many people hatch hundreds of chick- 
ens and give them good care during 
the first three weeks of their lives and 
afterward grow careless and  iet 
dozens drown during each storm. If 
accidentally there are a number oi 
chickens out in ~| severe tainstorm 
they may be restored when apparently 
dead.
